^Om in the twtlftb month, 
1 wMcb is tht montlt Hdar, 
I cintlxtbirte<ntl)da;rof the 
I aani<,i(«>bentlx hing^e com- 
i mandnKnt andMnits decree 
drewneartobepiitine)ceciitt<»i„^ntlx 
da]> tint the enemies of the ^ews hoped 
to have rule over them; whereas it was 
turned to the contrary„*that the 'Jews 
had rule over tfxm lint hated ttxin;^ 
the 'Jews gathered themeelves together 
in their cities throughout all the provin- 
ces of the hing Hhasuerus, to la^ hand 
on such as sought their hurt: /P and no 
man could witlmtandthem;for the fear 
of them was fallen uponall the peoples. 
Hnd all the princes of the provinces, A 
the satraps, A the governors, and the)r 
that did tlx (ling's business, Ixlped the 
'Jews; because the fearof)>Iordecai was 
fallen upon them.,^'^ JUordecai was 
great in the (ting's house, and his fame 



tvetit f oitb throusbout all the proirtii- 
ces: for the nun ]VIordecaf waxed great- 
er and greater*/4^Hnd the ^ewB smote 
all their enemies with the stroke of the 
sword, 6l t^tb slaughter and destruct- 
ion, anddid what thev would unto them 
that hated them./^'Tmd in Shushan the 
palace the "Ifews slew and destroyed fii^ 
hundred men*/4^Hnd parshandatha, & 
Dalphon, and Hspatha, and poraffu, & 
Hdalia, and Hridatha, and parmashta, 
and Hrisai, and Hridai, and Yaizatha, 
the ten sons of Daman the son of Dam- 
medatha, the "Ifew^s enemy, slew they; 
but on the spoil they laid not their hamt 
/tfOti that day the number of those that 
were slain in 8husban the palace was 
brought before the hing^/^'Hnd the king 
said unto 6sther the queen, Che ^ews 
have slain and destroyed five hundred 
men in 8hushan the palace, and the ten 
sons of I>aman;/4^what then have they 
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done in the rc8t of the kingf 6 proirtiicesi 
T^ow what id thy petitionP/^'and It ebatt 
be granted thee: or what is thy request 
further? & it shall be done^/TChen dafd 
6sther^Xf it please the king, let it be 
granted to the "Ifews which are in 8hus- 
han to do to-morrow/^^also according 
unto this day s decree, and let I^man^s 
ten sons be f^nged upon the gallowsv^^ 
^Bnd the king commanded it so to be 
done: /4^ and a decree was given out in 
Shushan; and they hanged 5aman^s ten 
sons./4'Hndthe'][ewstfMtwerein8hus- 
han gathered themselves together on the 
fourteenth day also of the month Hdar, 
and slew three hundred men in 8hus- 
han; but on the spoil they laid not their 
hand./^'Hnd the other ^ews that were 
in the king's provinces gathered them- 
selves together, & stood for their lives, 
and had rest from their enemies,/4^and 
slew of them thathated them seventy & 
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five thoudand; but on the spoil they laid 
not their hand/4^hi8 tras done on the 
thirteenth day of the nionti>Hdar; and 
on the fourteenth day of the same they 
rested^ and made it a day of feasting ^ 
gladness* ^ But the "Ifews that were in 
8hushan assembled together on the 
thirteenth day thereof, and on the four- 
teenth day thereof; and on the fifteenth 
day of the same they rested, and made it 
a day of feasting & gladness* ^ Chere- 
f ore do the "Ifews of the villages, /^^ that 
dwell in the unwalled towns, make the 
fourteenth day of the month Hdar a day 
of gladness & feasting, and a good day, 
A of sending portions one toanother*/^^ 
Hnd ]VIordecai wrote these things, and 
sent letters unto all the ^ews that were 
in all the provinces of the king Hhas- 
uerus, both nigh and far, to enjoin them 
that they shouldkeepthefourteenth day 
of the month Hdar ,& the fifteenth day 
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of the SMnCf ytMiyp^s the da^m wberein 
the "IfewB had rest from their enemies, 
and the month which was turned unto 
them from sorrow to gladness^A from 
mourning into a good day: ^ that they 
should make them days of feasting and 
gladness, & of sending portions one to 
another ,& gifts to the poor . /^^ Hnd the 
"Ifewsundertook todoas they had begun, 
andas ]VIordecai had written unto them ; 
because DamanthesonofDammedatha, 
the Hgagite, the enemy of all the lews, 
had deirtsed against the "Ifews todestroy 
them, and had cast pur, that is, the lot, 
to consume them, and to destroy them; 
^ but when the matter came before the 
king, he commanded by letters that his 
wicked device, ^ which he had devised 
against the lews, should return upon 
his own head; and that he and his sons 
should be hanged on the gallows*/^^ 
therefore they called these days pur- 
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im^ after the name of piir./*Cberef ore 
be^ueeof all the words of this letter,& 
of tfmt tn^ich the;)? had seen concerning 
thismatter^ft that which had comeunto 
them, the "Ifews ordained^and took upon 
them, and upon their seed, and upon all 
such as joined themselves unto them,so 
as it should not f ail^^^that the;)? would 
keep these two da;)?s accordingtothe 
writing thereof , and accordingtothe ap- 
pointed time thereof, every yczr; A that 
thesedaysshouldberemembered &kept 
throug(>3ut every generation, ^ every 
family, every province, A every city; & 
thatthesedaysofpurimshouldnotfail 
fromamongthe']fews,northememorial 
of them perish from their eted.^'Chtn 
6sther the queen, the daughter of Hbi- 
hail,&]^ordecai the "Ifew, wrote with all 
authority to confirm this second letter 
of purim*/4^Hnd he sent letters unto all 
the "lews, to the hundredtwenty &seven 
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provincesoftbekingcbmofHbaeuerue, 
w!tf)t«wrdBof peace A tnith^to confirm 
thtoc days of purim in their appointed 
times, accordingas JVIordecai the Ifew A 
6etber tf)e queen had enjoined them, A 
asthey hadordained for themeelTesand 
for their eeed, in the matter of the fast- 
ings and their cry,/fJind the command- 
ment of 6sther confirmed these mat- 
ters of Purim; A it was written in the 
book, /f Hnd the king Hhasuerus laid a 
tribute upon the tand^and upon the istes 
of the sea. Hnd alt the acts of his power 
and of his might, & the futt account of 
the greatnessof ftordecai^/ifHvhereunto 
thekingadvancedhim,arethey not writ- 
ten in tibe book of the chronicles of the 
kin^ of l^edia and Persia ?/4'fbr JVIor- 
decai the '}ew was next unto king Hhas- 
uerus, and great among the lews, A ac- 
cepted of the multitude of his brethren ; 
seeking the good of his people, A speak- 
ing peace to all his seed. 
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
